This faith is a part ot tue reasonable service de- 

manded by the ideal Church, escaped from the 
worship of superstiuon and folly. 

It is incredible that a God of infinite wisdom 
should encumber the soul's ss with doo- 
trines arbitrary or absurd. t ia not * be 
presumed that God desires that His children 
sbould reach Heaven, but that they should de- 
velop their own intellect and spirits on the way. 
Hence, if God has promulged «a religion, we 
may assume, beyond question, that it will not 
wee, Saree te from culture and bound to super- 
stition, but will in every doctrine be 2 

d of common sense. If reason is con- 
feasedly one of the highest attributes of man, it 
certainly should not be denied the Father 
in Heaven. In, therefore, the simplest rites of 
the Church, in the baptism of an infant or the 
immersion of an adult, there will be a reason- 
ableness worthy of God above and man beneath. 
This common sense cannot lie m any saving 
power such a rite may bring, for water cannot 
form any partof spiritual regeneration. Water 
can no more stand as the cause of salvation than 
it could stand as a part of classic education, or 
as a preparation for the Bar or the Senate. Spir- 
itual changes donot thus come, but if the bap- 
tim stands as an emblem of a vew life, that 
shall otherwise come to tbe soul, or as a moment 
when parents make solemn vows begote heaven 
and earth, then the rite passes into its reason- 
ableness, and becomes a leaf of the vast intelli- 
gence above and beneath. When, therefore, 
mothers have wept in hopeless agony because a 
loved child had died unbaptized, they have dis- 

their Maker by their tears; or is God a 
boing who condemns death a soul because it 
has no water sprinkled upon its forehead ? 
Is the eternal misery of a soul of so little mg- 
nificance to God that he could inflict it for such 
‘afeeble cause? Oh! a moment’s thought on 
the sweet reasonableness of the Heavenly Fath- 
er would dry many eyes that have wept too long 
and too bitterly. 

Puseing along over the Christianity of yester- 
day, I perceive everywhere that it bas ascribed 
everything to God except the great virtue of 
common sense, Permit me to illustrate still 
further this proposition. Take, for example, 
the sinfulness of man. We all know of this sin- 
fulness; we feel it; we repent of it; we: pray 
for escape from it. How truthfuily this idea 
is expressed all over the Holy Scriptures! One 
says: We are prone to evil as the sparks to 
fly upward.” Another says: There is none 
that doeth good; no, notone.” Again it is said: 
„When we would do good, evil is present with 
us.” What a world of truth there is in these 
statements! Thereis not even an infidel who 
will rise up and deny them, for they lie so close 
to the mest reason of man. But let the 
Church .gealots take hold of these verses and 
| re-expreas them in the language of an age that 
loves dark things, and which thinks that the 

ore mystery the more faith, and you

My friends, it becomes us al] to tear not only 
our own hearts away from such a wild state- 
ment, but to help pluck such a badge of dis- 
honor from the nams of our Father and from 
the cross of our blessed Lord. It is only by this

Sermon by the Rev. Robert Collyer, of Unity 
Church. 

The Rev. Robert Collyer preached the follow- 
ing sermon toa large audience yesterday moru- 
ing: 

I suppose you have all been interested in the 
curious question of orthodoxy and heresy, which 
has come to a head this spring in our city in 
connection with a man we all love and honor, 
into 
ship in Unity Chureh by no contrivance of our 
own, but rather as sailors are said to be sucked 
into a maelstrom against their will, while their 
whole desire is to make the port set down in 
their papers ; and so I want to say something to 
you this morning on this subject: 

Firet—-Of the question of heresy in general,

And in touching the question in its general 
aspect, I have to wonder, first of all, whether it 
could ‘have come to such a head and commanded 
such attention if it had come up for discussion 
at any other time. I remember in 1857, when 
that great panic struck us, talking with a friend 
who had been watching the life we live here for 
over half a centary with a keen and constant 
interest. I will tell you what is coming now,” 
my friend said; We are to see, this winter, 
such a revival of religion as we have not seen 
for many a year.

Total depravity has not for many years been 
exhibited in greater perfection than by the mur- 
derer of the Hamnett family, near Pitteburgh.

| Perilous Adventures Encountered, but Ne 


‘Volcanic Phenomena Experienced. 


“The State of Buncombe.” 


‘Spectal Correspondence of The Chicago Tribune, 
ASHEVILLE, Buncombe Oo., N. C., April 22, 1874, 


North Carolina is about to become the scene of 
& volcano, has been agitating the minds of a 
large rumber of people, not only in the vicinity 
of the threatened mountain, but the 
country generally. Reporters have been sent 
from various sections to investigate the mattar ; 
and although they, no doubt, discovered much 
exags:* 9! ion and some composition, there have 
been #:siciont phenomena to excite the curiosity 
of the nt ineredulous. 

We do not like to believe the firat reports of 
anything extraordinary, and most particularly 
loth are we to submit ourselves witbout a strug- 
gie to those which originate among such an illit- 
erate and wonder-loving people as the natives of 
this mountain-region. 

Bald Mountain, in Rutherford County, is the 
scene of the disturbance which has given rise to 
such varied speculations for the past two 
months. The 

LUMBERING AND HEAVING OF THE EABTH 
have been going on at intervais ever since the 
middle of February, and, whether really violent 
or not, were sufliciently ominous to cause 3 
stampede among the inhabitants, inducing them 
with one accord to abandon their homes and seek 
shelter in some more quiet locality. This iss 
stronger argument than would at first appear, 
when it is remembered that the natives of this 
region would, as a general thing, rather part 


with their lives than a dollar, or its equivalent in 


property of any descriptiun. 

On the 29th of March we started on a trip to 
the Bald, determined to investigate for our- 
selves, and ascertain, if possible, the exact 
amount of shaking necessary to induce these 


The day was fine, and our little party of three 


in excellent spirits, as we mounted our horses 


and rode away. I have often wondered that 
this country is so little known at the North; 
for, east of the Rocky Mountains, there is 
probably no such scenery in America. Our way 
was full of beautiful mountain-outlooks, but 
nothing superlatively grand presented itself 
until within 5 or 6 miles of our destination, 
when, with a short turn of the road, we entered 
one of the mosi superb valleys on the Continent. 


It was 

THE YOSEMITE ON A LESSER SCALE. 
Huge walls of granite, 1,500 to 2,000 fect in 
height, hemmed usin on either side. This is 
the Hickory-Nut Gap. The falls of the samc 
name come tumbling down over the southern 
wall on our right band, nearly 1,000 feet in their 
first leap. Jim, Sam, and I spontaneously re- 
marked that we bad never until now felt our- 
selves to be small men. What a sublime 
The Broad River—broad by 
name, not nature—dashing furiously al bo- 
side us, aud deafening us in its frantic deter- 
mination to force its way through the gigantic 
masses of rock which obstruct its course at 
every step. Then these stupendous granite 
walls, reaching away to heaven, and fringed on 
the top with forest-trees, which at places seem 
to dwindle into insignificance and obscurity, and 
bring more vividly to our mind, by co | 
the grandeur of the heights which they adorn. 

It was in this valley that the first suspicion of 
an earthquake came upon us. That is, we all 
heard a singular, lumbering noise, that seemed 
to come out of the earth; but, as the river was 
thundering like — we could not be sure that 
it was not it we heard. 

One would suppose that, in this thinly-settled 
region, there would be land enough for every 
man to possess a good arable farm; but even 
here are cabins at intervals where a few rods of 
soil are to be found.

of its huge granite wall, paring to take its 
first tremendous leap of 959 feet, and then down, 
down, how much farther in feet Ido not know, 
— till it plunges into the river at the bottom of 

valley. 

We have hed no earthquake, though, and the 
boys are dissatisfied. 

THE PINNACLE 

is on the. east side of the mountain, and Smith 
hurries us on, as he says it is finer than anything 
we have yot seen. But Jim has given o.t, de- 
clares he won't go a step further. We urge and 
eutreat him, but to no purpose. His patience is 
exbausted, and we are compelled to leave him to 
his fate, although there is considerable danger 
of his ting lost. 

The Pinvacie is not quite as high as Har- 
rison's View, where we then ; but the 
descent into the eastern valley is much more 
wild and precipitous ; and it is, moreover, the 
centre or starting place of the earthquakes. We 
found the walking from the top over there pret- 
ty good; but, when we got there, we made up 
for it. Climbing upon some huge and jagged 


| rocks, we found ourselves at the veritable jump- 


ing-off place, from which we looked down thou- 
sands of feet into the eastern valley, separated 
from us by an insurmountable wall of granite, 
from the top of which we looked. 


This valley might be called the Valley of Deso- 


lation. Every habitation has been deserted ; the 
familiar sounds of the farm-yard have ceased ; 
men, women, children, cattle,—all have gone, 
and u death-like silence prevails. 

It was on the 19h of February that the first 
shock was felt here, and the country was at the 
same time violently agitated for miles around. 
The noise is described by some as a terrible lum- 
bering, closely resembling thunder; by others as 
being like artillery. Some describe it as bein 
like the falling of buge forest-trees, accompani 
with frightful tremblings and heavings of the 
earth, asif the whole mountain were about to 
fall m. By the 224 of February the noise had 
increased most alarmingiy,—had indeed 

BECOME TERRIFIC. 
The whole mountain was shaking, and some ter- 
rible outburst was momentarily ex The 
china and furniture in houses for miles around 
were violently shaken, and the inhabitants 
thought the end of ail things hed come.
